AGUINALDO IN TAIL 
CALLING FOR PEACE. 


Graphic Details of His Capture by 
Funston—Bagged in Midst of His 
Picked Bodyguard. 


ASHINGTON, March 28—A 
W cablegram received at the 

War Department late this 
afternoon. from Gen. MacArthur 


tells in a succinct way the history 
of Aguinaldo’s capture; gives all 


Gen. Funston, whose reward it sug- 
gests should be that of a brigadier- 
general in the regular army, and 
finally closes with an expression of 
confidence in the speedy cessation 
of hostidities throughout the Phil 
ippine archipelago as a result of 
the capture, Exceptthat it makes 
no reference to the disposition to 
be made of Aguinaldo, the dispatch 
covers the whole field ef gossip and 
speculation excited in‘ Washington 
by the news that Funston's ad. 
venturous expedition had been 
crowned with complete success. 
The cablegram follows: 
“MANILA, March 28. 
“Adjutant-General, Washington: 
Important messages fell into the 
hands of Gen. Funston, February 28, 
from which Aguinaldo was located 
at Palanan, Isabella province. Ex- 
pedition was organized, consisting 
ot Aguinaldo’s captured messen- 
ger, 4 ex-insurgent officers, and 
78 Macabebes who spoke Tagalo; 
armed with Mausers and Reming- 
tons; dressed to represent insur- 
gents. Funston commanded, ac- 
companied by Capt. Russell T. 
Hazzard, Eleventh Cavalry; Capt. 
Harry W. Newton, Thirty-fourth In- 


} fantry; Lieut. Oliver P. M. Hazzard, 


Eleventh U. S. V. Cavalry; Lieut. 
Barton J. Mitchell, Fortieth U. S. V. 
Infantry. Officers dressed 26 
American privates and represented 
prisoners. 
AG. DOES HONORS. 

“Expedition sailed Manila fifth, 
Vicksburg; landed March 14 east 
coast Luzon, 27 miles south Casi- 
guran. Reached Palanan, march- 
ing, 3 afternoon March 23. Na- 
tives completely misled. Supposed 
detachment insurgent reinforce- 
ments for which supplies furnished. 
Aguinaldo also sent supplies, and 
had hie escort forty men paraded 
to extend proper honor. Short dis- 
tance Aguinaldo’s quarters dis- 
guise discarded.

“The transaction was beilliant in 
conception and faultiess in execu- 
tion. All credit must goto Fun- 
ston, who, under supervision of 
Gen. Wheaton, organized and con- 
ducted the expedition: from start to 
finish. His reward should be sig- 
nal and immediate, with Gen. 
Wheaton, who recommends Fun- 
ston’s retention in the volunteers 
until he can be appointed briga- 
dier-general in the regulars. 

“I hope for speedy cessation of

FUNSTON’S STORY. 

Gen. Frederick Funston, who, 
March 23, captured Gen. Emilio 
Aguinaldo, when interviewed today 
by the representative of the Asego- 
ciated Press, made a statement to 
the following effect concerning the 
captare of the Filipino leader: 

The confidential agent of Agui- 
naldo arrived February 28 at Panta- 
bangan,inthe province of Neuva 
Ecija, Northern Luzon, with letters 
dated January 11, 12 and 16 These 
letters were from Emilio Agui- 
naldo, and directed Baldomero 
Aguinaldo to take command of the 
provinces of Central Luzon, sup 
plementing Gen. Alejandrino. 
Emilio Aguinaldo also ordered that 
400 men be sent him as soon as pos- 
sible, saying thatthe bearer of the 
letters would guide these men to 
where Aguinaldo was. 

Gen. Funston secured the corre- 
spondence of Aguinal:!o’s agent and 
laid his plans accordingly. Some 
months previously he had captured 
the camp of the insurgent genera! 
Lacuna, incidentally obtaining 
Lacuna’s seal of the papers, and a 
quantity of signed correspondence. 
From this material, two letters were 
constructed, ostensibly from La 
cuna to Aguinaldo. One of these 
contained information as to the 
progress of the war. The other “p- 
serted that, pursuant to orders re 
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ceived from Baldomero, Lacuna 
was sending his best company to 
President Emilio Aguinaldo 

His plans completed and ap 
proved, Gen. Funston went to Ma- 
nila and organized his expedi- 
tion, selecting seventy eight Maca- 
bebes, allof whom spoke Tagalo 
fluentiy. Twenty wore insurgent 
uniforms and the otbera the 
dress of Filipino laborers. This 
Macabebe company, armed with 
fifty Mausers, eight Remingtons 
and ten Krag -jorgensens, was 
commanded by Capt. Russell T. 
Hazzard of the Eleventh U. 8. 
V. Cavalry. With him was his 
brother, Lieut. Oliver P. M. Hzezzard 
of the same regiment. Capt. Harry 
W. Newton, Thirty-fourth Infantry, 
was taken because of his familiar- 

with Casiguran Bay, and Lieut. 
urton J. Mitchell, Fortieth Infan- 
try, went as Gen. Funston’s aide. 
These were the omly Americans ac- 
companying the leader of the expe- 
dition. With the Macabebes were 
four ex-insurgent officers, one be- 
ing a Spaniard and the other three 
Tagalos, whom Gen. Funston 
trusted implicitly. 

Gen. Funston and the officers 
wore plain bine shirts and khaki 
trousers. Each carried a half 
blanket, but wore no insignia of 
rank. The Macabebes were care- 
fully instructed to obey the orders 
of the insurgent officers. 

On the night of March 8the party 
embarked on the United States 
gunboat Vicksburg. It was origin- 
ally intended to take cascoes from 


the island of Polillo and drift to 


the mainland, but a storm arose 
and three of the cascoes were lost. 
This plan wasabandoned. At 2 
o'clock am., March 14, the Vicks- 
burg put her lights out and ranin 
shore, twenty-five miles south of 
Casiguran, province of Principe. 
The party landed and marched to 
Casiguran. 
FOOLING THE NATIVES. 

The Americans had never gar- 
risoned this place, and the inhabit- 
ants are strong insurgent sympa- 
thizers. Having arrived there, the 
ex-insurgent cers, ostensibly 
commanding the party, announced 
that they were on their way to join 
Aguinaldo between Pantabangan 
and Balor; that they had surprised 
an American surveying party and 
that they had killed a number, cap- 
turing five. They exhibited Gen. 
Funston and the other Americans 
as their prisoners. The insurgent 
Presidente of Casiguran believed 
the story. 

Two of the Lacuna letters pre- 
viously constructed were forwarded 
to Aguinaldo at Palanan, Province 
of Isabella. Gen. Funston and the 
others were kept imprisoned for 
three days, surreptitiously giving 
orders at night. On the morning 
of March 17, taking a small quan- 
tity of cracked corn, the party 
started on a ninety-mile march to 
Palanan. The country is rough 


and uninhabited, and provisions 
could not be secured. The party 
ate emall shell fish, but realmost 

ewilt rivers, 


starved. Wading 
climbing precipitous mountains 
and penetrating dense jungles, they 
marched six days and nights, and 
on March 22 had reached a point 
eight miles from Palanan. 

SENT TO AG. FOR FOOD. 

They were now so weak that it 
wae necessary to send to Aguinal- 
dos camp forfood. Aguinaldo dis- 
patched supplies, and directed that 
the American prisoners be kindly 
treated, but not be allowed to enter 
the town. 

On the morning of March 23 the 
advance was resumed. The column 
was met by the staff of officers of 
Aguinaldo and a detachment of 
Aguinaldo’s bodyguard, which was 

ordered to take charge of the 


Americans. 
While one of 


ficers conversed wih Aguinaldo’s 
aide, another, a Spaniard, sent 3 
courier to warn Gen. Funston and 
the rest, who, with eleven Maca- 
bebes, were about an hour behind. 
Having received this warning, Gen. 
Funston avoided Aguinaldo’s de- 
tachment and joined the column, 
avoiding observation, The Tagalos 
went ahead to greet Aguinaldo, 
and the column slowly followed, 
arriving finally at Palanan. 
Aguinaldo’s household troops, 
fifty men, in neat uniforms of blue 
and white, and wearing straw hats, 
lined up to receive the newcomers. 
Gen. Funston’s men crossed the 
river in small boate, formed on the 
bank and marched to the right, and 
then in front of the insurgent gren- 
adiers. The Tagalos entered the 
hose where Againaldo was. 


CAPTURE OF AGUINALDO. 

Suddenly the Spanish officer, no- 
ticing that Aguinaldo’s aide was 
watching the Americans suspi- 
ciously, exclaimed: “Now, Maca- 
bebes, go for them.” 

The Macabebes opened fire, but 
their aim was rather ineffective, and 
only three insurgents were killed. 
The rebels returned the fire. On 
hearing the firing, Aguinaldo, who 
evidently thought his men were 
merely celebrating the arrival of 
reinforcements, ran to the window 
and shouted: “Stop that foolish- 
ness! Quit wasting ammunition!” 

Hilario Placido, one of the Ta- 

os’ officers, and a former in- 
sargent major, who was wounded 
in the lung by the fire of the Kansas 
regiment at the battle of Caloocan, 
threw his arms around Aguinaldo, 
exclaiming: “You area prisoner of 
the Americans!” 

Col. Simon Villia, Aguinaldo’s 


chief of staff; Maj. Alambra and 


others attacked the men who were 


Villia in the shoulder. Alambra 
jumped out of the. window and at- 
tempted to cross the river. It is 
supposed that he was drowned. 
Five other insurgent officers fought 
for a few minutes and then fied, 
making their escape. 

When the firing began, Gen. 
Funston assumed command and 
directed the attack on the house, 
personally assisting in the capture 
of Aguinaldo. The insurgent 
bodyguard fled, leaving twenty 
rifles. Santiago Barcelona, the in- 
surgent treasurer, surrendered 
without resistance. 

DICTATORSHIP ENDED. 

When captured, Aguinaldo was 
tremendously excited, but. he 
calmed down under Gen. Funston’s. 
assurance that he would be well 
treated. Gen. Funston secured all 
of Aguinaldo’s correspondence, 
showing that he had kept in close 
touch with the sub-chiefs of the in- 
surrection in all parte of the archi- 
pelago. It was discovered that 
Aguinaldo, on January 28, had pro- 
claimed himeelf dictator. He had 
been living at Palanan for seven 
months, undisturbed except when a 
detachment of the Sixteenth Infan- 
try visited the town. On that occa- 
sion the entire population took to 
the mountains and remained there 
until the troops retired. 

Aguinaldo admitted that he had 
come near to being captured be- 
fore, but he asserted that he had 
never been wounded, adding: “I 
should never have been taken, if I 
had been taken except by strategy. 
I wae completely deceived by La- 
cuna’s forged signature.” 

He feared he might be sent to 
Guam, and he was quite glad to 
come to Manila. Palanan was 


guarded by numerous outposts and 
signal stations. During the fight 
none of the Macabebes were 
wounded. 

The expedition rested March 2%, 
and then marched sixteen miles the 


following day to Palanan Bay, 


holding Aguinaldo. Placido shot

AGONCILLO LAUGHS. 
DISCREDITS THE CAPTURE.

PARIS, March 28™—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.! A reporter of the Associated 
Press today communicated to Agoncillo, 
the Filipino agent, the news of the 
capture of Aguinaldo. Agoncillo, who 
occupies a nicely-furnished apartment 
in a house in a central Paris street, 
and apparently is surrounded by every 
comfort, laughed, and said: “I do not 
believe it. I have received nothing by 
cable, and until I receive confirmatory 
advices I shall continue to ignore the 

news.” 

Asked, if the announcement were 
true, what effect he thought it woud 
have on the insurrection. Agonecillo 
replied emphatically: “None, except 
the loss of a true patriot and a clever 
general. The feeling of the Filipino 
people and their determination to fight 
out the struggle for independence will 
remain unshakabie. I received a 
cablegram oniy yesterday which con- 
vinced me that the Filipino rs 
have not modified their persistent at- 
titude regarding the continuance of 
the war. Whatever disaffections may 
have taken place in favor of the 
Americans, the Philippine people as a 
whole are resolved to accept nothing 
short of independence.” 

When Agoncillio was asked what 
effect the capture of Aguinaldo would 
have on the campaign, he said a coun- 
cll of the leading Filipinos would im- 
piy meet and elect another military 
chief to prosecute the war, adding 
that even if Aguinaldo and his genera! 
staff were all captured, many able 
generals remain. 

Agoncillo wes asked who was Iikely 
to be chosen to succeed Aguinaldo, 
and said he thought Gen. Alejandrino 
might be selected, as he was a clever 
military leader and enjoyed the con- 
fidence of the people.

THREAT MADE BY UNION.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.—Uniless 
the proprietors and managers of the 
sixteen or more steam laundry estab- 
lishments in San Francisco accede to 
the demands which have been made 
upon them by the™Steam Laundry 
Workers’ Union, a big strike, entall- 
ing a laundry famine, is very likely 
to occur.

While the members of the union as- 
sert that they are extremely anxious 
to avoid such extreme mesures as 
those attendant ypon a strike and boy- 
cott, they assert with equal firmness 
that they are determined to better the 
condition under which they labor and 
that they will not recede in afiy par- 
ticular from the position they have for- 
mally assumed in the demands which 
have been served upon their employ- 
ers. Shorter hours and greater re- 
muneration for their services are what 
they desire, and what they are re- 
solved they shall be granted. Three 
hundred men are involved.

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HABEAS CORPUS 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIA PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 28.—The 
Supreme Court has rendered an in- 
teresting decision in the case of James. 
Morton, who in 1890 was arrested for 
assault with intent to commit mur- 
der and for burglary. He was con- 
victed of the former crime and sen- 
tenced to ten years’ imprisonment. He 
was then convicted of the second of- 
fense and sentenced to five years, the 
second term to commence at the ex- 
piration of the first. 

A petition in habeas corpus was pre- 
sented to the Supreme Court, and the 
court has granted the petition upon the 
ground that the law expressly states 
that there cannot be cumulative sen- 
tences, but that the judge should have 
withheld sentence on the first convic- 
tion until after the conviction of the 
second offense.

LINCOLN (Ned. March 28.—Joseph 
H. Millard of Omaha and Gov. Charles 
H. Dietrich of Hastings were elected 
United States Senators for the long 
and short term, respectively, by the 
joint session of the two houses of the 
Legislature, which met at noon today. 
Both candidates received the unani- 
mous support of the Republican mem- 
bers, each receiving 70 votes. 

By the action of the Republican cau- 
cus, which had met earlier in the day, 
Messrs. Millard and Dietrich had been 
nominated, and when the joint session 
of the two houses convened there re- 
mained nothing to do but confirm these 
nominations, which was done on the 
first ballot, which resulted as follows: 
Millard, 70; Dietrich, 70; Allen, 58; W. 
H. Thompson, 652; Hitchcock, 8; 
Berge, 2. 

Just before the calling of the roll on 
United States Senator a communica- 
tion was received from D. E. Thomp- 
son, extending his hearty thanks to 
those Republicans who had so heartily 
supported him, and announcing his 
withdrawal as a candidate. This an- 
nouncem was received with a wiid 
cheer from the Republicans. 

Communications were also read from 
G. M. Hitchcock and W. V. Allen, in- 
dorsing the selection of Senators by 
direct vote of the people. 

SKETCH OF NEW SENATORS.

OMAHA, March 28.—Joseph H. Mu- 
lard and Charles H. Dietrich, who were 
today elected United States Senators 
from Nebraska, are both bankers, and 
neither had been prominent in politics 
until within the last half year. 

Joseph H. Millard was born in Ham- 
fiton, Can., in 1836, and came to Ne- 
braska at the age of 20 years, since 
which time he has been a resident of 
Omaha. He was the founder of the 
Omaha National Bank, of which insti- 
tution he is still the president. He 
was for many years a director of the 
Union Pacific Rallroad, but has not 
been connected with the road under 
the new organization. He has never 


\ held an office of any kind before, and 


says he has not been inside the State 
Capitol for twelve years. He leaves 
for Lincoln this afternoon. 

Charles H. Dietrich, who was se- 
lected for the short term, is Governor 
of the State and president of the Ger- 
man National Bank of Hastings. He 
was born at Aurora, III., in 1858, and 
came to this State in 1887. Prior to his 
nomination for Governer on the Re- 

blican ticket last year he had never 

n in politics. He had been a prom- 
ment and public-spirited citizen, and 
one of the most prominent bankers of 
the State.

of Congress not Accepted in Good 
Faith—Military Government May Be 
Preferred for a Time.

HAVANA (Cuba,) March 28.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] There is no reason 
to doubt that the present situation in 
Cuba shows a stronger disposition 
against the acceptance of the Platt 
amendment than at any time within 
the last two weeks. But the state- 
ments of Senators Proctor, Cockrell 
and others seem to insist that there is 
no probability of the modification of 
the terms of the amendment. The 
Cubans infer that the administration 
in Washington has no intention to en- 
force the amendment against manifest 
Cuban opposition. It is quite evident 
that the terms are not acceptable to the 
Cubans. Members of the convention are 
publiciy expressing an opinion to that 
effect. 

In the meetings, the National and 
Republican parties are supporting the 
attitude of their delegates. The Pliant- 
ers’ Association, in its meeting next 
Saturday, will probably condemn the 
Platt amendment, because it fails to 
grant economic concessions to the 
Cubans, and because of the belief that 
it practically prohibits the possibility 
of effecting commercial treaties with 
other countries, where such treaties 
would be possible if Cuba were inde- 
pendent. 

The promises made by individual 
United States Senators and others are 
accepted with a measure of doubt, be- 
cause, the Cubans say. similar state- 
ments and promises were made to 
Porto Ricans and were unfulfilled. The 
attitude of Senator Platt of Con ti- 
cut on the Porto Rican and to in- 
terests is also remembered, and it is 
feared that the same results will fol-

Aguinaldo, the wily Oriental chief- 
tain, has at last been overcome by an 


eighty-three Macabebe scouts, pene- 
trated deep into the enemy's country, 


fracti + personating insurrectionary soldiers, 
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were directed to seize the person of 
Funston and his American followers 
and march them to Aguinaldo’s head- 
quarters as prisoners of war. The ruse 
succeeded, and then, at the instant of 
Don Emilio’s short-lived joy, the Mac- 
abebes turned upon him and his fol- 
lowers and made them prisoners. Never 
were the tables turned more success- 
fully in a “ruse de guerre.” It was a 
daring and a splendid military exploit, 
and the American general, his officers 
and men are entitled to unlimited 
credit and unstinted praise for their 
brilliant achievement. 

Funston is an adventurous spirit, a 
picturesque character, and a soldier of

a pronousced talent 
intrepid leadership of scouting 
engaged in dangerous under- 


takings, and at the same time has 


shown capacity for larger commands. 
He is small, wiry, nerv quick and 
hardy. On the march and in action he 
is well-nigh tireless, despite his severe 
wounds received while serving in 
Cuba, and shows “the patient watch 
and vigil long” of him who is deter- 
mined to come up with his enemy and 
get away with him. 

It is mot fair to Gen. Funston to 
charge or assume that he proclaimed 
and announced to the world in advance 
his successful expedition, for the in- 
formation of the people of the United 
States and his own glorification. It is 
true that the plan and purpose of the 
expedition did come over the cable and 
was given out to and by the press of 
this country before it should have been, 
but there is no evidence that Funston 
himself did the leaking. Somebody in 
Manila committed the great military 
indiscretion of revealing that which 
should have been kept a profound se- 
oret until the finish of the expedition 
into the mountains of Isabella prov- 
ince; and the success of the movement 
was thereby seriously jeopardized., 
Had a little more time intervened be- 
tween the start of the expedition and 
Its arrival at Aguinaldo’s camp, there 
is scarcely a doubt but that news of 
the approach would have reached the 
Filipino chief by way of London, 
Hongkong, the eastern coast of Luzon, 
and thence over the mountains to 
Aguinaldo’s hiding place. From Hong- 
kong the news could have reached a 
remote spot on the northeast coast of 
Luzon in sixty hours, and in from for- 
ty-eight to sixty hours more it might 


have been carried by native insurgent 
runners across the mountains to Agui- 
naldo’s camp. So that the risk run by 
giving away the news beforehand was 
very great. Fortunately, however, the 
alert Funston and his men were quick 
enough to seize their prey before the 
alarm could be given. 

The story of Gen. Funston's brilliant 
and dashing exploit reade like a ro- 
mance. The conception of the plan of 
capture was worthy the genius and 
audacity of Funston. Its successful ex- 
ecution was one of the most daring 
and clever exploits in the pages of mil- 
itary history. 


— AGUINALDO, WHAT? 

That adroit sprinter and wily Ori- 
ental, Don Emilio Aguinaldo y Famy, 
is a captive at last. The prisoner is 
now safely in custody at Manila, where 
he will be powerless to plot further 
against the peace and well-being of his 
own countrymen or the sovereignty of 
the United States. 

It is too early to predict with any 

degree of certainty what disposition 
will be made of Aguinaldo. He is des- 
tined to prove a troublesome problem 
for Uncle Sam—much more trouble- 
some, possibly, in the future than in 
the past—a conundrum harder hence- 
forth to crack than when he was hid- 
ing in the mountain fastnesses of Isa- 
bella province. His death in battle 
wou.d probably have been the simplest 
solution of the unique difficulty. That 
he bas been chiefly instrumental in 
keeping the insurrection alive, from 
the beginning, ie by no means certain. 
His capture may not end the rebellion, 
but will deal it a staggering blow. The 
moral effect will be even greater than 
the physical. For months past the re- 
bellion has been tottering to its fall, 
and the cunning and persistent res- 
dente“ has not deen able to stay its 
downward course. If Aguinaldo had 
not been apprehended, the result would 
have been practically the same, except- 
ing that the end of resistance to Amer- 
ican authority might have been longer 
delayed. If all indications are not at 
fault, the establishment of American 
sovereignty throughout the archipelago 
is now nearer an accomplished fact 
than ever before. 
It is a matter of much significance 
and a fact for congratulation, in con- 
nection with the capture of the in- 
surgent chief, that it was accomplished 
with the aid and codperation of Fili- 
pinos—not Tagalogs, to be sure, but 
members of the Macabebe tribe, the 
ancient enemies of Aguinaldo’s people. 
The Macabebes are loyal to the Amer- 
ican cause and have proved themselves 
to be most valuable scouts in our 
army. The power of Aguinaldo is 
broken, even with his own people. A 
few months ago it would have been im- 
possible to secure native assistance in 
so hazardous an undertaking, for the 
reason that the life of no Filipino who 
was known to have aided the Amer- 
jeans was safe. The reign of terror 
that was spread among the natives is 
coming to an end. Even the Tagalogs 
are weakening in their adhesion to the 
rebel cause. Thousands of them have 
taken the oath of allegiance to the 
United States, and there is every indi- 
cation that the great body of them will 
follow suft in the near future. 


HE COAST AND THE CANAL. 

Some of the eastern newspapers 
which are ag'in“ the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal are representing 
that there is a great deal of opposition 
on the Pacific Coast to the project. It 
is even claimed that the Coast, as a 
whole, is opposed to the canal. This 
is of course an absurdly false proposi- 
tion. The people of the Pacific Coast 
are very much in favor of the early 
completion of the waterway. This 
sentiment has found expression 
repeatedly, and it is utterly foolish to 
deny its existence. 

The only opposition to the canal 
that has beén made manifest on the 
Pacific Coast (outside of the railroad 
opposition, inspired by the late C. P. 
Huntington) is the opposition of a few 
merchants and traders in the north- 
ern part of this State, and in the Puget 
Sound region. This opposition has 
never taken an active form, and there 
is no probability that it ever will be- 
come active. In any case, it may be 
regarded as a negligible quantity. The 
fears which inspired it—that the canal 
would divert commerce from the 
northern porte—are practically ground- 
less. The enormous stimulus which 
the canal would give to the rapidly- 
growing commerce of the Orient would 
be of incalculable benefit to the entire 
Pacific Coast, and would more than 
counterbalance any loss which might 
be infifcted through the diversion of 
traffic from Coast ports to the canal. 
In the lowering of freight rates to the 
East, all the great productive and 
commercial interests of the Pacific 
Coast would be vastly benefited. 
These prospective benefits are so ob- 
vious that to say our people do not 
understand and appreciate them is to

SOME LAND OWN- 
ERS. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce is admittediy one of the lead- 


ward the remarkable growth of South- 
ern California during the past ten 
years. The chamber has become well 
known throughout the United States, 
and is usually the first place to which 
new arrivals in Los Angeles direct 
their steps after they have become 
settled in their rooming quarters. 
While the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce justly boasts that it leads 
all other institutions of a like nature 
in the United States, so faras mem- 
bership and useful activity are con- 
cerned, in one respect it is behind 
some commercial bodies whith exert 
far less influence and accomplish much 
less good. The chamber does not own 
a building, but oecupies hired quarters, 
which it will shortly have to relin- 
quish, as it cannot renew the lease 
and pay the rental demanded. 

Several propositions have been put 
forward for a selection of a building 
site upon which an edifice may be 
ereoted that will de a credit to the 
chamber and an ornament to the city. 
Recognizing the value to adjoining 
property of an institution that is vis- 
ited by so many thousands of people, 
property owners in various parts of 
the city are naturally anxious to se- 
cure the improvement and have 
been making various offers. Among 
these is one of a lot on Broadway, 
between First and Second streets. 
According to the bylaws of the 
chamber, at least $30,000 must 
be raised by subscription to be 
applied toward paying for a lot be- 
fore the erection of a building can be 
commenced. Of this amount $16,000 
has already been pledged, leaving 
$14,000 still to be raised. 

It is scarcely necessary fo point 
out to property owners in the 
northern part of the business section 
the urgent necessity for them to seize 
every legitimate chance, if they wish 
to prevent or delay the steady and 
rapid depreviation in the value 
of their property through the 
eoutherly march of business. Had 
property owners on Spring and Main 
streets, south of First, made good im- 
provements ten years ago, it is safe to 
say that frontage of these streets would 
today be worth from 30 to 50 per cent. 
more than it is. Instead of this, there 
are but few blocks north of First to 
which we may “point with pride.” 
Among these are the Bullard Block 
and th. Phillips Block. 

It is improvements that make prop- 
erty values, not chance or natural se- 
jection. It is for the property owners 
in the business section north of Second 
street to say whether they care 
enough for the course of property val- 
ues there to contribute a moderate 
amount toward the erection of a pub- 
lic building which would, undoubt- 
edly, have the effect of stiffening and 
maintaining values around that section 
of the city for many years to come. 
It is within the bounds of truth to as- 
sert that millions have already been 
lost through avoidable deterioration in 
values in the section described. It 
will be no more than good business 
sense for the property owners immedi- 
ately concerned to take prompt action 
to prevent further lapses in the same 
quarter. They have now the oppor- 
tunity. 


POOKVILLE-BY-THE-SEA. 
We me rtloned a few days ago 
some unfavorable declarations made 
public in Los Angeles by Col. Henry 
Steele Olcott, the head of the world’s 
Theosophists, in regard to the mana- 
ger of the Print Loma spook factory 
in San Diego county and her methods. 
When he was here, Col. Olcott declared 
that he knew he would not be per- 
mitted to speak at the so-called Theo- 
sophical Seminary at Point Loma, 
end would be compelled to hire a hall. 
It appears, from a San Diego report, 
that the colonel found even this to be 
a somewhat difficult job. The influ- 
ence of the Point Loma spookites ap- 
parently extends beyond the limits of 
their reservation.

Not only that, but 
she would also forbid her followers to 
arrange tallyho parties to Coronado. 
The result was that Mr. Babcock 
promptly withdrew the concession for 
the use of his ballroom. 

This is not the first time that Mrs. 
Tingley has given probt of the influ- 
ence which she exercises over the 
lower world around San Diego Bay. 
Several weeks ago, when another mem- 
ber of the opposition school of spook- 
ery had hired a hall for a lecture in 
San Diego, Mrs. Tingley threatened 
the owner of the hall to withdraw all 
her trade if he permitted the lecture.

REAT IRRIGATION PROJECTS. 

Modern methods of irrigation are 
soon to supplant the primitive meth- 
ods no longer in vogue in the land of 
the Nile. Egypt, as it exists today, 
has been aptly. described as “two nar- 
row strips of Soil on either side of the 
Nile.“ The remaming portion of the 
territorial area is a barren desert, 
because it is without water. Much of 
the soil is of exceeding fertility, and 
needs only the magic contact of water 
to make the desert literally “blossom 
as the rose.” 

About 4,120,000 acres of the Egyp- 
tian desert will soon be brought un- 
der regular irrigation. The great As- 
souan and Assouit dams are nearing 
completion. By means of these dams 
a great reservoir will be formed, 111 
miles long, with a storage capacity of 
1,000,000,000 cubic meters of water. 
The Assouan dam is composed of a 
single wall of solid masonry built 
across the river. It is eighty feet four 
inches wide at the bottom and twenty- 
three feet wide at the top. The im- 
pounding of so vast a quantity of the 
Nile waters will result in flooding the 
Temple of Philae, “Pharaoh's bed,” th 

colonnades of Nectanebo, the Dioclet- 
lan arch, and other ruins, for a con- 
siderable part of the year. But as 
Egypt is long on ancient ruins and 
short on irrigating water, the benefits 
which will be realized will immeasur- 
ably outweigh any possible disadvan- 
tages resulting from the submergence 
of a few ruins. 

In India, irrigation works are in 
course of construction which, when 
completed, will be the most exclusive 
in the world. Over 20,000,000 acres of 
rich and productive land will be 
brought under water. The dams and 
other portions of this vast system are 
constructed in the most substantial 
manner, largely of solid masogry, and 
will last for ages. The work has been 
done by the government, under direc- 
tion of an inspector-general of irriga- 
tion. 


These great irrigation systems, when 
put into operation, will exert an im- 
portant influence upon the future of 
both Egypt and India. For one thing, 
they ought to result, and probably 
will result, in putting an end to the 
terrible suffering and loss of lite 
through famine, which periodically vis- 
its those countries. By vastly increas- 
ing the productive capacity of the re- 
gions to which they will supply the 
life-giving water, they should bring a 
high degree of prosperity where before 
were want and hunger and poverty. 
The completion of these great engt- 
neering enterprises will furnish, each in 
its way, a striking practical demon- 
stration of the utility and value of mod- 
ern science as applied to problems for 
which the ancients had no adequate 
solution.

FOUR DAYS OF MISERY. 


Shipwrecked Italians Drift Without 

Food or Drink Until Picked Up by aa 

American Vessel. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, March 28.~({Bxclusive 
Dispatch.] The survivors of the Italian 
bark, Marie Madre B., were picked up 
at sea and landed at this port today 
by the American bark Silicon. Those 
rescued were so grateful to Capt. Jen- 


Mazzano of the lost vessel kissed him 
fervently in the Italian Consul’s office. 
The men declared they owe their lives 
to brave Antonio Lipi, their stalwart 
boatswain, who, after the ship had 
broken in two, dived into the waves, 
among the floating lumber, to bring 
back their only boat, which had drifted 
away. 

The Marie Madre B. left Pensacola 
for Italy March 7. On March 17, a ter- 
rige gale blew up, increasing in fury 
for four days. The lashings of the 
deckload of lumber broke, carrying 
away both deckhouses. The masts 
went by the board. Three days later 
the bark broke in two, and the yaw, 
the only boat on board, was swept 
away. Then Lipi, the boatswain, 
dived among the bobbing lumber. Sev- 
eral times he was hit in the face, but 
swam, almost blind with pain, and se- 
cured a yawl, fifty yards distant. 
Meanwhile Mate Lorenzo Bono was 
| knocked overboard and drowned. Three 
other men had picked up six shipmates. 

Four days they drifted without food 
or drink. Once or twice they saw the 
smoke of a steamer on the horizon, 
and once a steamer passed quite near 
the castaways, without sighting them. 
The men were barefooted and thinly 
clad, and suffered fearfully from cold, 
hunger and thirst.

no panic will occur for years. Hence 
the improbability of a surplus of or- 
anges, especially when we can see that 
the coming crop has all the indications 
of being normal in its development and 
thereby capable of even distribution 
throughout an extended season. If 
the growers will look backward and 
forward and not at the condition of 
the present crop they will see nothing 
to justify alarm or even uneasiness 
about the future of the citrus-fruit in- 
dustry.

The Filling of Reservoirs. 

As I stood upon a high elevation in 
San Bernardino county a few 
ago and looked over the ranges 
rounding the Bear Valley country, 1 
noted the absence of the usual rigor | 
in the vegetation of the great water- 
shed. Since then all has changed. The 
mountain trails have been impassa- 
ble, men have perished in the cold, and 
the forests have been laden with snow 
as they have not been for years. The 
Bear Valley reservoir will, perhaps, 
overfiow the dam this spring. In 1899 
and 1900 there was little or no water 
stored in the great mountain lake. 
The large Hemet dam is filling. 
so thirsty was the soll about the water. 
sheds and drainage runs of the ist- 
nore Lake that it has scarcely been 
influenced by the winters rainfall. 
The refilling of the reservoirs is a slow 
process, as, for example, the Elsinore 
Lake has had a large part of its drain- 
age dammed by the Hemet company; 
its underground supplies have been ex- 
ploited by the well drillers and hun- 
dreds of square miles of its water- 
shed supplies arrested or diverted in 
some other way. 

After three years of constant pump- 
ing over such a large area of South- 
ern California, it is not to be expected 
that the present year’s rainfall! will 
make much of a surface showing. The 
great underground reservoir at San 
Dimas has raised about thirty feet 
since the late rains, and many of the 
damp-lands artesian wells and a few 
of that class of wells e here have 
begun to flow again. The water is in 
storage just the same, if not in sight, 
and the mountain streams are adding 
constantly to the storage. supply— 
both to the reservoirs and the big val- 
ley cienegas and other forms of under- 
ground storage. :

For several years experi- 
ments have been made in this line in 
almost every orange-growing locality 
in Southern California. At Riverside 
orange wine was made quite exten- 
sively a few years ago, but for some 
reason its manufacture was abandoned. 
At Azusa the attempt was made on a 
large scale five years ago, about 4000 
gallons being the output the last year 
of the trial. From some unaccount- 
able cause the wine fermented in the 
barrels, and for months the smell of 
the soured product pervaded the at- 
mosphere about that part of town 
where the cellar was located in which 
the wine was manufactured. An at- 
tempt was made to market the éutput, 
but it was necessarily unsuccessful! on 
account of the tendency to continued 
fermentation. The manufacturer was an 
experienced wine maker from Florida, 
but the attempt was abandoned with- 
out decisive results. 

The wine put before a prominent 
body of fruit growers this week was 
made from Mediterranean sweets. 
About three gallons of pure wine were 
made from each box of oranges used. 
At four years of age this wine should 
sell to the trade at from $1.25 to $1.50 
per gallon, rating it at present prices 
for grape wine. In its manufacture, a 
special clarifying process was used, 
adding but little to the cost of the 
process, and much to the clearness and 
keeping qualities. Another feature is 
the exclusion, as far as possible, of the 
oll of the orange rind—a precaution 
that was not taken in many of the ex- 
periments that have been made here- 
tofore. The maker of this new wine 
says its keeping qualities are its surest 
guarantee to the improvement of the 
beverage as it gets old, and that it is 
a most healthful drink for all who use 
wine of any kind.

The Small Flock of Sheep. 

[Prof. Shaw in Wool Markets and 
Sheep:} A limited number of sheep 
should be kept on every arable farm 
in America, provided more or less of 
the land is enclosed with some kind of 
fencing. I am satisfied that from ten 
to twenty can be kept on every hundred 
acres of land without any cost to the 
owner for food except in the winter. 
They will sustain themselves, very 
largely, at least, on what would other- 
wise be lost. They can be utilized in 
trimming up all byplaces on the farm. 
They may be made to do the work of 
scavengers. There are those who ridi- 
cule the idea of keeping sheep as scav- 
engers. Even so, that is just the work 
I would have them do on every farm 
on which a small fleck is kept. They 
will do this work in handsome fashion. 
The little paddocks around the barn, 
the lanes leading back into the farm, 
the grass rims beside strips of forest 
and all the corners and crannies about 
the whole farm they will trim up as 
though they were trying to prepare a 
lawn, if they are only given access to 
them at the proper season. Of course, 
they must be allowed to graze these 
places closely. Such a flock of sheep 
would more than pay their way by the 
weeds and weed seeds that they would 
destroy. And while being thus fed 
they would keep in the pink of condi- 
tion, since they are being furnished 
the kinds of food suited to

Oleo Frauds. 

[Rural New Yorker:] The oleo peo- 
ple, when pushed into a corner with 
the argument that their stuff is a 
counterfeit, either dodge the question 
or say that colored oleo is a biessing 
to the poor man. This is not because 
the poor man is to pay less for it, but 
because it costs less to make. These 
folks have been very free to make light 
of the argument against fraud. Now, 
however, this fraud question comes a 
little nearer home. The National Pro- 
visioner recently said: 

“The brewery chemist has found a 
similarity between cows and malt—that 
is, he has found that he can make a 
beef extract of purely vegetable mat- 
ter which has tue taste and chemical 
similitude of the packing-house ex- 
tract, which is made from real beef. A 
Chicago brewery expert discovered this 
fact first. An English specialist dis- 
covered it next, Now, when a German 
or French scientist also finds out the 
fact it t to be pretty well discov- 
ered and ly accepted. Then we shall 
see the spurious extract and all its 
fake substitutes masq ing under 
the real name of the real beef extract. 
The fact that this new product be 
made from the refuse or residue of the 
malt tank of a brewery will not jar 
any one. The next thing we shall ex- 
pect will be Hamburger steaks and 
— r meats direct from the still 
and the beer factory.”

An 
the dairymen ask is that oleo shall not 
be colored to imitate butter (its natu- 
ral color wiuld be white;) then, if poor 
ple want to purchase a cheap sub- 
stitute for butter, all right; they know 
exactly what they are doing. Oleo col- 
ored like butter is sold almost at but- 
ter ces; whereas if uncolored it 
could be sold 8 or 10 cents cheaper and 
still yield a good profit. This fact 
shows the hypocritical and lying _— 
tense of the oleo makers as to ir 
anxiety to relieve the poor.

Johnson Grass a Stayer. 

[Farmers Voice:] The abundance 
of testimony to the evils of 
Johnson grass indicates how gen- 
erally that agrostological product is 
despised by those who know it best, 
and should serve as a warning to all 
against permitting its introduction into 
new territory. 

Mrs. Albert Johnson of Gordon, Tex., 
writes the Farmers’ Voice: The John- 
son is a wonderful grass, but it is con- 
sidered to be more a curse than «a 
blessing. It will grow from three to 
five feet high, make three tons of hay 
a year to the acre, sells well and all 
stock eat it greedily. Its roots grow as 
large as a man’s finger and half a yard 
long, and furnishes fine food for hogs. 
But once you get the grass started, you 
just can’t get rid of it. A severe 
drought does not hurt it, but it will 
start right off on a v growth 
after the first rain. It is when the 
seed ripens that the trouble begins; 
the winds blow them into other fields, 
and wherever they go they are sure to 
grow, and there appears, to be no way 
to get rid of it, once it gets a start.” 

And Albert Morton of Longwood, 
Fla, writes concerning this grass: 

“T have just read in the Farmers’ 
Voice T. J. Pledger’s opinion of John- 
son grass. Twenty years ago I set a 
lawn of sixteen square rods of Ber- 
muda grass. In a few years it doubled 
in extent, and I have expended over 
300 days or dollars in getting rid of it, 
and join Mr. Pledger and the rich man 
in the story of Dives and Lazarus in 
warning others to keep out of 
place of torment. Others here have set 
out the stuff and none will live to see 
the end of it while the land will sus- 
tain any vegetation. It looked wel in 
orange groves at first, but now not a 
grove thrives where it is. One horse 
cannot pull a plow through the land.” -

Treatment of the Hired Man. ‘ 
[Coleman's Rural World:] Be; 
cause a man is working for wages 
on a farm or anywhere else it is not 
necessary to make him feel that he is 
a menial or a mere machine to be 
wound up every day or run for so many 
hours. 


I never worked as a farmhand, but | 


during some ten years or more in busi- 
ness houses in the city I only had one 
employer who gave me to understand 
that I was nothing but a machine to 
run ten hours a day. I only stayed 
with him a year: another year would 
have killed me. Every man in whose 
employ I was, this one excepted, made 
me feel that I had some responsibility 
outside of the general routine of my 
work. These men would discuss meth- 
ods and ask advice, and it was no un- 
usual thing for me to be left in full 
charge of the business for weeks, and 
in one instance for several months. In 
every way I was made to feel that the 
success of the business somewhat de- 
pended upon me. I was not only to do 
a certain amount of work, but was ex- 
pected to have eyes and ears open and 
be ever on the alert to further the in- 
terests of the firm, and that I suc- 
ceeded in so doing is one of the happy 
memories of life. 

If our farmer ＋ 1 ele- 
vate the position of the hand by 
the same kind of treatment that the 
successful business man of today em- 
ploys toward those in his service there 
would soon be a better class of help in 
the field, a brainy, thinking, seeing man 
about the farm in place of the careless, 
shiftiess, ne’er-do-well farmhand of by- 
gone days. When the farmer, as a 
rule, cares for his tools and machinery 
instead of let them lie where last 
used or out in fence corner until 
the next season, then the hired man 
will learn to care for things when the 
farmer's back is turned.

ing. The paper is held tightly to the 
cloth by the endless strings, which are 
just tight enough not to crease the 
paper. The mechanism is so perfect 
that the very thinnest, as well as the 
thickest paper, can be accommodated. 

Now the paper comes to the ruler, 
who is ready to put on the lines. But 
much preparation is required before 
this is done. In front of the ruler and 
extending clear across the machine, is 
the beam, which rests on stationary 
standards, and is raised and lowered 
by hand, unless the striker, an auto- 
matic attachment, is used. Into this 
beam is inserted a long and lender 
clamp, which opens and closes with 
thumb screws; pens with flat and thin 
shoulders, about a quarter of an inch 
in width, are placed into the clamp, at 
various spaces, to make any special 
ruling desired. There are many kinds 
of pens, single, double and treble lines, 
and bars, to rule the different widths. 


no wider than a darning needle, and 
rest in a slanting tion, so the ink 
may flow freely the worsted 
which is wrapped around each and 
leads from the top of the clamp, where 
a large flannel, wet with ink, is laid 
across the worsteds. 

The ink is transferred by the opera- 
tor, with a differer: ‘sh for each 
color, to the flannel. It soaks to the 
worsted, enters the grooves to the pens 
and goes on the paper, as it passes 
beneath. Any number of colors, can be 
used at one operation by placing parti. 
tions of oll silk, between the layers of 
flannel. Four hundred and eighty 
sheets of paper have been run through 
a machine by hand. dein three col. 
ors and nicely dried, in five minutes. 
The down lines, which start at the line 
at the head of the sheet, are usually 
ruled by a striker, an attachment that 
lifts and lowers the pens automatically, 
skipping over the head, which is to be 
printed, by use of cams on a circular 
wheel, the beam arm being on top of 
a lift or cam when the pens are not to 
rule. As many forme as desired can be 
ruled on one sheet, the striker ruling 
only where required. by simply ar- 
ranging the cam head. 

After running. three lengths of the 
machine, the paper drops into a box at 
the end of the machine, near the floor. 
This has movable sides and a “jogger” 
at the back, which straightens any va-

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TAKING ORANGES 
FROM THE TREES. 


L 
HE agricultural journals of South- 

ern California, while covering the 

field of fruit culture with ability, 
and publishing timely facts relating to 
horticultural affairs, seem to have 
neglected popular treatment of / the 
work of picking, packing, and, to some 
extent, marketing the products of the 
orchard. The Times has a department 
devoted fo farm matters, in which are 
set forth in detail every week. many 
facts concerning the practical affairs 
of the ranch, intended more particu- 
larly for the farmer who is interested 
in the detaiis of his business. But it 
is the object of this article to give 
more extensively the treatment of the 
orange crop in its preparation for the 
markets than is necessary from the 
technical standpoint of the orange 
business alone. Inasmuch as the pres- 
ent season has developed peculiar con- 
ditions that have never appeared of 
a previous year, the general public, and 
especially the thousands of visitors, 
will read with interest an account of 
how the fruit is taken from the trees, 
| delivered to the packing-houses, put up 


suggestions regarding better methods 
of handling the fruit from orchard to 
car, gathered from practical experi- 
ente, can be thrown in, the suggestions 
may be of some value to the grower. 

Orange picking begins as early as 
November, and the season is usually 
8o clear-cut that shippers reckon each 
year on a small percentage of well-col- 
ored fruit for the Thanksgiving-day 
trade, and a much larger output for the 
holiday demand. This leads to the es- 
tablishment of October 31 as the end of 
the old orange eeason, and November 1 
a the beginning of the new orange 
year, and from the latter date all 
shipment calculations are made. Last 
fall the season of coloration began in 
September or October, and for the first 
time since early oranges have been cul- 
tivated here, actually ripe fruit was 
shipped from the warmer localities in 
October, bringing fancy prices and 
proving satisfactory to thé trade. This 
early fruit was the forerunner of an 
abnormal ripening season, and the 
growers will hereafter gladly await the 
advent of January before expecting 
| any considerable amount of oranges to 
de ready for market. The cause of 
this early maturity is a mooted ques- 
tion, which must be left to those in- 
clined to scientific investigation, but 
we do know that it was the effect 
of adventitious blooming, either de- 
layed from the preceding spring or in 
advance of the April's season in which 
the trees invariably bloom when in a 
normal condition. 

The first indication of ripening or- 
anges ie that delicate green that over- 
spreads the fruit—the forecast for its 
complement in yellow which on fol- 
lows the disappearance of the dark, 
leafy green of the immature fruit. 
This is, perhaps, the most critical 
period in its development, for it marks 
the h of the oll cells on which so 
much depends in the preservation of 
the orange from the weather. its ship- 
pins qualities, and its merits as a 

eeper after it reaches the retail 
trade. Orange picking begins soon 
after the yellow cast of the fruit ap- 
pears, and, unfortunately, before it ts in 
an edible condition. Two incentives 
prompt the grower to put out his 
sparsely-colored frult—the demand for 
it during the holidays, and his desire 
to relieve his trees from the over- 
whelming crop that marks the output 
every season since the ranchers have 
begun heavy fertilization and adopted 
better methods of irrigation and cul- 
tivation. As yet, no means have been 
adopted to prevent the shipment of im- 
mature oranges. The fruit belongs to 
the grower, and he has the right to 
sacrifice his later interests—and they 
ell do it. The same faults prevail in 
the green-fruit trade of all other lines, 
in the wine trade and in the importa- 
tion of foreign fruits. 

first picking of November and 
December oranges is usually done by 
the proprietor of the orcherd, or re- 
sponsible help, for it requires goo4 
judgment and careful selection. Later, 
the average grower or shipper gets 
careless in his methods of handling the 
crop, and at present the agitation is 
becoming general in favor of better 
care in picking and hauling all kinds 
of citrus fruits. This season hes seen 
the climax in shipping losses, partiy 
le, no doubt, to the rough 

way in which the picking and handling 
are done. The old plan of picking or- 
anges is to let out the job, usually to 
a contractor, who agrees to get the 
help, superintend the job, and put the 
fruit into fleld boxes at a stipulated 
price per box. The contractor then 
sub-lets the actual work to a number 
of pickers, and the rush of the season 
is on, for every rancher had dropped 
into thie reprehensible. method of or- 
ange gathering. The most objection- 
able feature of contract picking is the 
fact that the very low price usually 
offered for picking by the contractor 
leads to rough handling, spurring the 
fruit with 1 clipped stems. 
bruising it by dropping it into the 
yes | sack from a distance, grinding 
the laden sack against the ladder, and 
carelessly pouring the fruit into the 
field boxes for transportation. Im- 
proved picking sacke will remedy this 
fault—have improved it in many cases, 
in fact, where a double case has been

Most of the large packing-houses 
have a large complement of field pick- 
ing boxes, made of solid lumber. with 
hand cleats for convenience in lifting. 
In the rush of the season, however, 
they send out thousands of shipping 
boxes which become blackened, and 
are finaliy used for packing the poor- 
est grade of fruit. The practice of 
staining up and disfiguring boxes after- 
ward to be sent to market is disappear- 
ing, and the regular field boxes should 
finally be used altogether. Three field 
' boxes will hold about two packed boxes 
fruit. In many of the older or- 
ehards they are siedded out to the 


in packages and sent to market. It 


which carpets, rugs, chairs, tables and 


roadway and there loaded upon heavy 
wagons and carried carefully to the 
packing-houscs, the size of the load de- 
pending upon the character of the 
wagon, the roads and the team. In 
most of the heavy citrus-growing sec- 
tions special wagons are being intro- 
duced—all broad tired, capacious ve- 
hicles, with frames capable of hauling 
seventy-five or a hundred field boxes 
without piling to a crushing height. 
It ts only in the oldest orchards that 
the sled is used, where the trees have 
grown so close together that a wagon 
cannot get through. It is more eco- 
nom al to load directly upon the road 
truck where it can get in to the or- 
chard, and saves one extra handling. 
Some time ago the use of springs was 
made compulsory in the hauling of the 
fruit to the packing-house. omona 
and Glendora led in this reform and 
have exacted a strict compliance with 
the order from every member of the 
associations represented. Further im- 
provements in the handling of oranges 
from the trees to the packing-house 
are sure to follow this season's experi- 
ences, and they will pertain largely to 
the picker from whose hand circum- 
stances and his own innate carelessness 
have wrung so much damage to the 
fruit in transferring it from the bough 
to the field box, and made his work 80 
unsatisfactory from every point of 
view. 

Barring the tender ing of the 
oranges this stage of the life of the 
product is the least complicated of all. 
The growers or the contractors get 
their orders from the packing-house 
officials, and they must fill the requisi- 
tion promptly and accurately; for the 
manager may have ten or twenty sim- 
ilar ordert out, covering the field from 
which he draws the fruit daily to keep 
his packing force at work, either to 
fill snecial orders or to keep the fruit 
moving to dispose of the entire output. 
Frequently a house will have enough 
fruit to keep it running to its full ca- 
pacity during every day of the orange 
season. In that ate the business of 
supplying just enough daily to keep 
things moving requires the closest at- 
tention of the manager of the house, 
and his field men who furnish the eup- 
plies. The business of grading, sorting, 
packing and leading oranges ready for 
shipment requiree a great deal of ex- 
ecutive ability, and the story of the 
duties of a packing-house manager 
would be interesting and instructive. 


A NEW CENTURY INDUSTRY. 
Manufacture of Furniture, Carpets 
and Hangings from Wire Grass, For- 
merly a Waste Product. 

A unique and lvishly-illustrated 
volume has been received at the office 
of The Times. It is designed to show 
the growth of an industry that has 
been developed in the United States 
withia the last four yearse—the manu- 
facture of carpets, furniture and 
ings from prairie wire grass. The 
volume deserves notice on its merits, 
because the industry is really what 
the title of the book claims—‘‘a ro- 
mance of the twentieth century.” The 
history of the manufacture is a fasci- 
nating one to the student of sociology, 
as well ag to the inventor, showing, 
as it does, the marvelous progress and 
promise of modern methods in the 
utilization of supposed waste products. 

The prairie wire gress, or carex 
stricta, ws over immense marehy 
tracts, chiefly located in the glacial 
belt of the United States and Canada. 
The soil of these marshes is almost 
devoid of mineral substances and poor 
in nitrogen, and this makes the grass 
pithy, plieble and tough. Its name 
“wire grass is derived from this 
toughness, and the fact that it ws 
in one straight, solid stem, without 
joints or side leaves. Ite toughness 
renders it unfit for food for cattle or 
other animals, and until recently it 


Propositions to utilize 
it in any way were regarded is 
chimerical. At last the attempt was 
made to turn a little of it into binder 
twine, and after several crwie experi- 
ments, a machine for spinning the 
gress twine was invented, and set in 
operation in Chicago, Guring the year 
isv7?7. The twine proved so excellent 
that a plant of ten machines was put 
up in Oshkosh, Wis., in November of 
that year. The experiment was then 
tried of weaving the grass into mat- 
tings, and these products also found 
ready sale, @nd proved a great suc- 


So promising did the hew in 
look, that capital and invention de- 
came largely interested, and in a very 
short time the undertaking grew to 
vast proportions. Great sums were 
spent on machinery processes, 
enormous works were bullt at West 
Superior, Wis.; another plant of lerge 
roportions was erected at St. Paul, 
inn., and an immense factory for the 
manufacture of furniture from the 
was established at Brooklyn, N. 
> rge tracts supplying the raw 
material, which is practically inex- 
haustible, were bought up and leased, 
and production began on an enormous 
scale, The buildings at St. Paul 
alone cover eleven acres, and the plant 
at Brooklyn has several hundred looms 
at work, meking rugs and mattings. 
Fifteen camps have been established 
on the tracts owned by the manu- 
facturers, on which over two thousand 
men, and nearly as many horses are 
employed at the of harvest, sheds 
hundreds of long, and immense 
warehouses and rns have been 
erected. And all this within the space 
of less than four years. The various 
products attracted great attention at 
the Trans-Mississippi Exposition at 
Omaha, and at the Export Exposition 
in Philadelphia, and received a special 
d medal at the Paris Exposition. 
It is a revelation of the possibilities stil) 
in store for twentieth-century mven- 
tion that the quality of the wire grass 
that was supposed to render it par- 
ticularly valueless—its toughn 
proved its especial utility. Its pliability, 
combined with this, have made it pos- 
sible to turn it into all manner of 
articles of furniture, and a myriad 
other different useful and ornamental

The description it 
gives of the manufacture, followed 
step by step, from the cutting of the 
grass, through the various modes of 
weaving, tothe turning out of the 
finished products, is interesting in the 
extreme. The author is Herbert My- 
rick, the energetic and versatile editor 
of numerous agricultural publications.

FRATERNAL MEMORIAL.

killed. Mra, Chapman now alleges that 
the accident was the result of imper- 
fect and ele- 
vator machinery; of an extra force of 
power that day, and of the fact that 
there was no screen or other guard to 
the shaft, except for the distance of 
seven feet above the second-story floor. 

At the time of the boy's death, he as-

FOURTEEN HUNDRED FEET OF SEA- 
WALL ABOVE WATER. 


Schooners W. F. Jewett and Roy 
Somers Said to Be the First to Moor 
in Positions So as to Lie Within the 
Sheltered Zone. 


SAN PEDRO, March 28.—{Regular 
Correspondence.}] The schooners W. F. 
Jewett and Roy Somers, both of which 
had arrived from northern ports with 
lumber cargoes, came to anchorage to- 
day off Deadman's Island in an un- 
usual position. The vessels are said to 
be the first to anchor especially so as 
to take advantage of protection af- 
forded by the government breakwater 
works. 

They lie at their moorings In the area 
protected by the government seawall, 
as it now shows above water at half 
tide. The breakwater work, as it ap- 
pears above thp surface, has been ex- 
tended so that ‘ is now about 1400 feet 
long. The line|of the wall now build- 
ing Hes cn a ¢ourse running north- 
westerly and squtheasterly at an angle 
of about 36 degrees from a due east 
and west line The westerly gale 
accompanying swell sweeping 
around Point rmin today struck the 
wall at an angie so that an area some- 
thing less than 1400 feet wide came 
within the protected zone.

Col. William Alton 
Hayne died at his residence in Monte- 
cito today, aged 79 years.

BARBERS ITCH TO RAISE IT TO 
FIFTEEN CENTS. 


— — 


First Steps Toward a Combine of 


the Whisker Amputators Taken Last 
Night—New Law Blamed for the 
Proposed Advance. 


The price of a sheve is going up. 

Last night the barbers of this city 
took the first steps toward the forma- 
tion of a combine,

Hereafter any One who can scrape 
hair off a man’s chin may not pose 
as a barber. 

To be a berber, one must an 
examination propounded by a State 
board of examiners, and hold a cer- 
tificate, just like a doctor. 

As this will tend to limit the number 
of barbers, the shavers and hair-cut- 
ters, they will be able to put up prices. 

The barbers have been trying to get 
such a low passed for a long time, 
— only t it through at this ses- 


on. 
Some of its provisions have created 
a great deal of talk among the fra- 


ternity. As the bill ie directed, to a 


certain extent, against the barbering }
